Some 
varieties  of  evergreens,  however,  can  be  moved  more  or  less  satisfactorily 
all  during  the  summer  months.  August,  September  and  October  are  also  excellent 
months  for  moving  evergreens. 

Plant  shrubs,  trees,  and  fruit  trees  from  the  latter  part  of  March  till  June,  and  in 
the  fall  from  the  middle  of  October  until  the  ground  freezes.
